A History of Progress 

Fort Hays Kansas State College marked its 74th birthday in 
June. The institution is a tax-supported liberal and applied arts 
college, established and maintained by the state. 

The college opened June 23, 1902 with 34 students, two faculty 
members and 19 courses. For two years the college held its sessions 
in two old Fort Hays buildings on the fort grounds. 

The institution has grown to its present enrollment of an 
estimated 5,100 students, with more than 800 courses and about 
250 faculty members. 

The campus is located immediately to the southwest of the city 
limits of Hays on Big Creek, which wanders through the scenic 
grounds. The campus proper consists of about 80 acres, while all of 
the college land totals 4,160 acres, 
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1976 Preview 


Outlook 

Coach Bill Giles is looking forward to the 1976 football season confidently, 
even though many problems must be solved if the Tigers are to enjoy a suc- 
cessful season. 

The Tigers lost many key starters from last year's 3-7 squad and these 
positions must be filled by returning lettermen r transfers and incoming fresh- 
men. However, Giles doesn't believe that any of these problems will be insur- 
mountable, and he foresees the Tigers as being a tough, formidable team. 

Four home games are on tap for FHS football fang and five tough road 
games complete the 1976 schedule. FHS has joined the new Central States 
Intercollegiate Conference this year. Missouri Southern State College of Jop- 
lin, Missouri Western College of St, Joseph and Wayne State College of Ne- 
braska have been added to former Great Plains Athletic Conference teams 
Emporia State College, Kearney State College, Kansas State Col lege- Pitts- 
burg and Washburn University. Northern Colorado and Southern Colorado 
left the league. 


Offense 

Finding replacements for quarterback Greg Custer, who quit the team, 
and All-GPAC split end Eon Hawley are Giles' big pric titles if the Tigers 
are to repeat as the total offense leader in the conference. Skip Numerick 
and Louis Ffortmiller have been working out at quarterback and Giles said 
both had good springs and "both are capable of playing the position." 

Dave Meter will probably start at split end even though he missed spring 
practice. However, Steve Curtis and transfer Rick DeMatto will battle for the 
spot. Gary Campas returns at slot back, where he set the FHS record for the 
longest run from scrimmage, 92 yards, last fail. 

The interior line Is another big question mark for Giles. Mike Carlson 
and transfer John Barnard are competing for the center position. At tackle, 
Rohh Koss returns to battle letterman Ron Matteson and Lynn Koch. Trans- 
fer David King and Jim Thompson will battle for the guard positions. 

Running back is the strongest position on the team, where starter Tom 
Doll returns at tailback. Doll made the NAIA honorable mention All-America 
team last year' after breaking several FHS and GPAC records. Dale Kandt 
had an outstanding spring at fullback before breaking his leg. Freshman Keith 
Irwin Is another possibility. Blane Johnson will not return at tailback, be* 
cause of a knee injury. 


Defense 

Defensively, the Tigers have many holes to fill before it can be deter- 
mined just how well they can be. Jim Homolka is set at one tackle and 
Greg Dutt and transfer Jeff Goad are capable of playing nose guard, but Giles 
will have to fill the remaining positions from the incoming freshmen. 

The outside linebacker spots are also wide open. Graduation claimed 
Danny Boyce and Jim Wilson and a third player. John Hicks quit school. It 
appears that transfer Ron Busse will man one of these positions, but the 
other one is wide open with Bruce Graham, Doug Klein and Jerry Harding 
showing promise. Lettermen Dave Thom and Fred GiUig will be the inside 
line backers with transfer Jerry Simmons battling for a spot, Craig Horchem 
has been moved to linebacker from fullback to help strengthen the defense. 

The defensive secondary lines up with Robert Douglas at free safety. 
Kent Griffin at strong safety and Blond Fanner and Mike Mlinar at the 
comerback positions. 
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Head Coach Bill Giles 


As Bill Giles enters his fifth year at 
Fort Hays State, he is optimistic even 
though several starters must be re- 
placed. However many young players 
and transfers seem capable of stepping 
in and doing the job. 


During his nine years as a head 
coach at the college level, Giles has com- 
piled a 37-46-1 record, including a 27-18 
mark in his five seasons at Chadron 
State College. He inherited a losing pro- 
gram at Chadron State and guided his 
teams to winning seasons four out of his 
five years. With the talent Giles has 
amassed on the 1976 squad, it appears 
the FHS program may be ready to skyrocket. 


Before coaching at Chadron State, Giles coached high school 
football for four years at Bertrand, Sidney and Norfolk, Neb., with 
a record of 25-11. He then was line coach and head baseball coach 
at Kearney State College four years before moving to Eastern New 
Mexico University where he held the head baseball job and interior 
line coaching position. The following year he accepted a position at 
Hiram Scott College for one year and then moved to Chadron. 

Giles was a stand-out, all-around athlete at Alliance, Neb., High 
School and a two-sport letterman (football and baseball) while at 
the University of Nebraska. He was a starting end on the NU 
Orange Bowl team of 1955 and won all-district and All-America 
honors as a first baseman that year. His .460 batting average led 
what was then the Big Seven Conference in 1955. He was signed to 
a professional contract by Joe Gordon and played one year in the 
California State League before turning to high school teaching. 

Giles’ family includes his wife, Joan, and their four children, 
Kim, 21 ; Bill, 18 ; Doug, 14 ; and Kerri, 13. 

He is a member of numerous professional organizations includ- 
ing Phi Epsilon Kappa, the national honorary physical education 
fraternity, and the American Football Coaches Association.

Cullen received his bachelor's de- 
gree from the University of Northern 
Colorado in 1965 and his master's in 
physical education from Chadron State 
in 1970* 


He lettered four years in football 
and three years in track while at UNC* 
He was selected Most Valuable Football 
Player at UNC in 1964 while capturing the Kocky Mountain Ath- 
letic Conference rushing title for the second time* 

Cullen will be in charge of the defensive secondary as well as 
coordinating the entire defense in 1976* 


Jerry Cullen is in his fifth year 
on the Fort Hays State coaching staff 
after also coming from Chadron State 
College* He previously coached two years 
at Arvada West High School, Arvada,, 
Colo*, and one year at St, Procopius Col- 
lege, III,, before going to Chadron State* 


Offensive Line Coach Barry Allen 


Barry Allen returns for his fifth 
year on the Fort Hays State coaching 
staff while also handling the duties of 
head wrestling coach. Before coming to 
the Tigers, he held coaching positions at 
Lanark High School, Lanark, 111.; Lin- 
coln High School, Lincoln, III.; Northern 
Illinois University, DeKalb, 111.; and 
Kearney State College. 

Allen received his bachelor’s degree 
from Bradley University, Peoria, III., in 
1963 and his master’s at Northern Illi- 
nois University in 1967. 

In 1962 he was chosen by “LOOK” 
magazine as honorable mention All- 



America in a pre-season poll. He was selected captain of the foot- 
ball team his senior year at Bradley. 


Allen will concentrate on coaching the offensive line and the 
kicking game this year for the Tigers. 
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Defensive Line Coach Ed McNeil 



Ed McNeil enters his 20th year on 
the FHS coaching staff and will serve 
as defensive line coach this season. 

McNeil has also been the FHS gym- 
nastics coach for 18 years and has built 
the gymnastics program to national 
K KM'S prominence. In the last four seasons the 

* ' * squad has compiled a 35-6 dual record 

and finished no lower than fifth in the 
NAIA Championships. 

He first came to FHS in 1957 after 
stints as assistant football coach at Col- 
lege of Emporia and the University of 
North Dakota. He earned his bachelor’s 
of science degree at Kansas State Uni- 
versity in 1949 and his master’s from the same institution in 1950. 
A four-year letterman at Kansas State, he was named honorable 
mention All-America as a tackle his senior year, McNeil earned his 
Ed. S degree at Fort Hays State in 1967. 


Athletic Director Cade Suran 



Cade Suran starts his 12th year as 
Athletic Director at FHS after spending 
19 years as the Tiger head basketball 
coach. In those 19 seasons, Suran rolled 
up 264 wins against only 151 losses for 
a winning percentage of 63.6, 

Suran’s Tiger cage teams won CIC 
championships in 1950, 1959, 1962 and 
1963. They also won the NAIA District 
10 (All-Kansas) titles in 1959, 1962 and 
1963. The 1959 and 1963 teams both 
made it as far as fourth place in the 
NAIA tournament of champions. 

Suran earned his A.B. at Kansas 
Wesleyan University in 1934 and his 
M.S. at Fort Hays State in 1950. He coached high school basket- 
ball at Harlan, Downs and Wellington before coming to FHS in 1946. 
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Trainer Bill Lyons 

Bill Lyons is Fort Hays State's new 
athletic trainer replacing Steve Anto- 
nopulos who resigned last March to be- 
come an assistant trainer with the Den- 
ver Broncos. 

Lyons received his B.S. degree in 
physical education from the University 
of Wyoming in 1973 and earned his mas- 
ters degree in health, physical education 
and recreation, with specialized study in 
athletic training, from the University of 
Arizona in 1974. 

Before coming to FHS, Lyons 
served as an assistant trainer at the Uni- 
versity of Arizona. As an undergraduate 
at Wyoming, he was a student athletic trainer and during the sum- 
mer of 1973, he was the Recreation Director in Worland, Wyo. 

In addition to being head trainer for all FHS sports, Lyons 
will teach health, physical education and recreation classes.

Home of the Tigers 


All four of Fort Hays State’s home games during the 1976 
season will be played in Lewis Field Stadium, a native limestone 
structure located on the southeastern part of the campus. 

Built in 1936, the stadium provides seating for more than 7,000 
spectators in the east and west stands plus the bleachers behind 
both end zones. It is located beside a spacious, tree-lined drive and 
is just a short walk from the campus residence halls and the down- 
town business district. 

There are pressbox facilities on each side of the field to accom- 
modate coaches, statisticians, radio teams and film crews. Under 
the seating on the east side are the locker rooms, concession stands 
and modern training facilities. A regulation size practice field is 
located just outside the stadium wall.

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GPAC Becomes CSIC 

The Great Plains Athletic Conference was discontinued July I, 
U>76 and has been replaced by the Central States Intercollegiate Con- 
ference, 

The four Kansas schools and Kearney State College picked up 
Missouri Southern College of Joplin, Missouri Western College of 
St, Joseph and Wayne State College of Nebraska to form the new 
conference. 

The University of Northern Colorado previously had announced 
plans to withdraw from GPAC, The University of Southern Colo- 
rado was left isolated and decided to join the Rocky Mountain Ath- 
letic Conference July 1, 

Detailed plans for the CSIC have not been completely formu- 
lated, but the new conference will be governed by a constitution 
and bylaws, and by operating rules for various conference-sponsored 
sports, including those for women. 

Eligibility rules for CSIC will basically be those of the Na- 
tional Association of Intercollegiate Athletics, The supreme author- 
ity of the new conference will be a council, composed of the presi- 
dents of the member institutions. 

During its first year of operation, CSIC will not hold a full 
schedule of league championships. Only football, basketball, base- 
ball and track for men, and volleyball, tennis and basketball for 
women, will sponsor league championships. Wayne State will not be 
eligible for the league title in football this season, due to scheduling 
conflicts. 

Championships in other sports can be conducted if five of the 
eight member schools agree.
